When I fay no Security,1 am to be underftood no good 
Security; no folid Security fit for the Nation to rely 
on, fach as fhall make thofe People eafy, whofe ALL 
perhaps is in thofe Funds; and without that, the 
Credit and Price of them will fink immediately 5 
he may give his Royal word, indeed, as I faid be- 
fore, but the Funds themfelves are 4 Prey to bis, 
whenever he pleafes to break bis Rayal Word, as his 
Royal Anceftors, within our Memory, made no 
{cruple to do. : 

This then I take to be an effeual Argument againft 
the Pretender, (viz.) That ifyou do not keep him out, all

We are to inquire here asthe true way to folve this 
Queftion ; Upon what Foundation were we. encou- 
raged to lend our Money? Was it not the ftability 


of the Conftitution &x’d by the Settlement of the 


Proteftant Succeffion, that was the Foundation ? Let 
any Man tell me how much Money would the late 
iniftry have been able to have borrow’d, if the. 
As of Partioment, for eftablithing the Succeflion for 
Security of Her Majetty’s Perfon, for taking away 
the hopes of the Pretender, c. had not pafs'd; and 
therefore you inay obferve, That whenever any pro-
